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WEARINESS IN WELL- DOING.

Sometimes a depression comes over the soul which prompts it to grow 
lax in ite attempts at wellaloing and at straining upwards towards the better 
things. This may be at times the result of mere physical exhaustion. Again 
it may steal upon the’ soul because some long-cherished and favorite plan has 
suddenly come to natight. It may also be caused by secret pride which rebels 
because sufficient notice has not been taken of previous endeavors, or it may 
really be a temptation of the evil spirit. who strives to keep the soul from 
further effort along the lines of her good resolutions. 


In all these cages it is hést not to lose hope, but to keep on precisely with , 


that work or undertaking which we are tempted to discontinue. It is not 
necessary that brilliant, palpable success should crown our every effort at 
doing something for God, for our Church, for our own soul, or for the good of 
“the neighbor. Perhaps it is better thet we be kept in the dark oocasionally 
af to the value of our efforts in the sight of God.

It tells of a little 
fern-leaf, green and slender, which grew on a mountain centuries ago, It 
crew unnoticed for “rushes tall and moss and grass grew around it and no | 
foot of man ere trod that way.” Mighty convulsions and changes took place | 
in nature, mountains and avalanches changed their course. “But the little 
fern was not of these; did not number with the hille and trees; only grew and | 
waved its wild, sweet way, none ever came to note it day by day.” Then one | 
day there came a great upheaval of the ocean, the woods and plains were | 
swallowed up and these destructive forces “crushed the little fern in soft, 
moist clay, covered it and hid it safe away.” Thus it lay apparently lost and 
aseless for many centuries. 


“Useless? lost? There came a thoughtful man, 
Searching nature's secrets far and deép; 
From a fissure in a rock eteep — 

He withdrew a stone, o'er which there ran 
Fairy penoilings, a quaint design-—- 
Veinings, leafage, fibers clear and fine, 
And the fern's life lay in every line! 

So, I think, God hides some souls away, 

Sweetly to surprise us the last day.” 


What a beautiful illustration this is of the value of little works and little 
things, well accomplished! Perhaps, years after, this little deed will give | 
evidence of itself and will blossom forth into fruit of fair and seemly pro. 
portion, eventhough at first it was hardly noticed by men.

Mr. J. C. Hemphill, a Presbyterian, 
said in the Charleston, &. C.. News 
“At the convention of 
the American Federation of Catholic 
Bocieties the most important subject 
discussed was the question of divorce, 
and upon this subject the Federation 
declared its position in no uncertain 
terms. All good Catholics are op- 
posed to any form of absolute divorce 
under any legislation by the State, 


and the position which is taken by} 


the Catholic Church is the position 
which all other Christian communions | 
should take. We believe with the 
Federation that “sooner or later the 
truth of the Catholic doctrine upon 
the subject must be brought home to. 
the community.” The position of 
some of the other churches on this 
question has been nothing short of.

ence. The work of the Literature Section may be threefold. First, 
it may gather up the Catholic Lei atid Magazines and even books 
tn the parish and ¢ them fo hospitals, schools ‘or private 
families where such reading is especially néeded. Some of the 
members may do the collecting and others the distributing. The 
Section may even subscribe to periodicals, and buy books for this 
purpose. It may, for instance, contribute funds to purchase fifty or 
a hundred copies of OUR SUNDAY VISITOR each week, for such 
distribution. 
Secondly, the Section, with the pastor's ‘eonsent, may establish 
a book-rack and keep it. stocked with such pamphlets and maga- 
zines as the pastor suggests. Such a rack can be got throvgh OUR 
SUNDAY VISITOR at a very moderate rate. Thete are hosts of 
such pamphiets nowadays to be had very ¢heaply. A good plan is 
to have a contribution box near the rack, Where every one may drop 
what he chooses. The surplus money obtained can be used to buy 
books and pamphlets for free distribution. - 
Thirdly, the members of the Section can bestir themselves to 
get subscriptions for Catholic magazines and papers. By writing 
the business manager of these publications, a reduction will often 
be given for stibscriptions in numbers, and this profit may be usea 
again to stock the*book-rack. Finally the Litérature Section can 
urge on their fellow Sodalists and others, the advisability of buying 
Catholic books, and can make arrangements to get them in quan- 
tities at a reduction from the publishers, In this way they will en- 
courage the sale of Catholic books and accustom our Catholic people 
to read them. There remains the work of establishing a parish 
library and stocking it with good books and magazines. This would
